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PREFATORY NOTE. 


Untess the experience of others in the ministry has 
differed greatly from our own, many have seriously felt the 
want of some convenient hand-book for use at funerals. To _ 
meet this want is the aim of this little volume. It consists 
of four parts. 

The first part embraces selections of Scripture passages 
arranged under the Various leads indicated in the table 
of contents. First, come those relating to the divine Sove- 
reignty, that in wisdom and righteousness disposes of human 
life and comforts. Then follow others on the brevity of life, 
the certainty of death, and the woes of the Great Sufferer. 
After these come Scriptures adapted to the various ages and 
conditions of the departed, followed by others on affliction, 
resignation and consolation, closing with the resurrection 
and heaven. 

Tn the second and third parts some of these passages are 
grouped together in more formal and compact funeral ser- 
vices, for use at the house of mourning and at the grave. 
These may be used entire, or with such additions or omis- 
sions as the judgment may dictate or the occasion require. 

The fourth part includes brief passages from the poets, 
adapted to various oecasions, to be used at will in connection 
~ith the Scriptures.
